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THE REVERIE OF A DOWNTOWN CHURCH 


I am a downtown church. Some people rather pity me, for 
they think I am destined to grow weak and die. But they do not 
know me, or they would know better. 

I have an honorable history. I was here more than a cen- 
tury ago, and I will still be here a century hence. Long after 
neighborhoods have changed and good neighborhoods have de- 
teriorated, and'strong neighborhood churches have become weak 
neighborhood churches, I will continue to be strong. 

For I am in the heart of the city, and my ministry is not 
to a section of the town, but to the entire city, for I reach out 
in every direction. My ministry touches every neighborhood, 
and it extends to all classes. 

I am not provincial in my outlook. In me, the rich and the 
poor mingle in the fellowship of worship. Through me the poor 
are ennobled and enriched, and the rich are made generous and 
gentle. 

I live to serve. I exist for others. This may be the reason 
why I continue to keep my strength through the years. 

It is sometimes said that I am not so convenient to attend. 
But who ever said that religion is to be a thing of convenience? 
If pilgrims of Israel could travel the length of Palestine afoot 
to attend the special temple services at Jerusalem, surely the 
twenty minutes it requires to come to the heart of the city is not 
too much. 

You come downtown to shop. You come downtown for 
your entertainment. Many of you come downtown to work. Is 
it any more of a hardship to come downtown to worship? 

You would not want me to die through your indifference, 
any more than you would want your downtown postoffice, 
courthouse and department stores to die. 

I leave my future to you, for my place in the city depends 
upon your loyalty. I believe that I can count on you. 
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THE RECTOR’S REPORT 
Tue FELLOWSHIP oF ST. STEPHEN’S CHURCH—GREETINGS : 


Ten years have passed since I became Rector of St. Stephen’s Church. 
It might be fitting to summarize what has been accomplished during that 
period, if it were the purpose of this report to make us rather satisfied with 
ourselves. A small amount of pride in our accomplishments is justifiable, 
but self-satisfaction is detrimental to progress. A reviewing of the past is 
only helpful when it spurs us on to great zeal for the future. 

Though figures are often boring, they may prove to be at least a par- 
tial insight into what your church has done in the past ten years. From 
188 services ten years ago with a total attendance of 30,003—this past year 
there were 452 services with a total attendance of 51,526. The Noonday 
Services have increased from 2,928 to 13,331. The Lenten Noonday Serv- 
ices have increased from 13,200 to an average of 18,000. The Healing 
Services have increased from 1,391 to 7,876. Ten years ago the total 
receipts reported by the Treasurer of the Envelope System was $7,446.80, 
while the past year the total was $35,133.63. Our present missionary quota 
of $7,000 is 100 per cent higher than it was ten years ago. Ten years ago 
we had $30,000.00 mortgage on the Community House. Today our entire 
property is free and clear of debt. During the decade we have added 
$70,000 to our Endowment Funds. The physical fabric of the Community 
House and Church have had extensive repairs, renovations and renewals 
such as roof, heating plant, pews, marble, stained glass windows, the paint- 
ing of buildings and installation of expensive electronics for the Hard of 
Hearing. (By 1953, God willing, we hope to have the $35,000 needed for 
the new organ.) During this decade the tradition shattering departure 
was made in the financing of the church—the system of pew rentals was 
discontinued. 

St. Stephen’s Church is now facing the greatest opportunity of its 
history. Never before were there so many varied religious services ren- 
dered to the people of our neighborhood as there are today. Never before 
in the 129 years of our history has the ministry of this church reached out 
to so many people as at the present time. The program of the church very 
largely has been designed to meet the needs of people; not one group of 
people, but different groups of various ages and backgrounds. The great 
challenge of the church in the midst of a busy city is being met by a pro- 
gram that has reality and significance. 

As you read the twenty-five parish reports ig the book, I think you 
will share my unbounded enthusiasm about St. Stephen’s Parish, its present 
and its potentialities. Too much praise cannot be given to the members of 
the Vestry and the chairmen of our parish organizations for their energetic 
and efficient leadership. A careful reading of their annual reports will 
prove a rewarding experience. 

In spite of the record breaking attendance of 1950, the year 1951 has 
been one of unusual expansion materially and spiritually. The total at- 
tendance at the worship services was 51,526. There were 468 worship 
services during the year. The rector conducted 400 services, preached 
205 sermons in St. Stephen’s. He baptized 19 persons, married 14, buried 
24, and presented 19 for confirmation. The attendance at the various 
services was as follows: 
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Sunday Services 
9:00 A. M.—1,182; 11:00 A. M.—11,014; 7: 30 P. M—3,275. 


Week Day Services 
Tuesday—1,773; Wednesday—1,985; Thursday—7,876; Friday— 
,699. 


Lenten Noonday Services—16,738; Special Services—5,986. 


It will be readily seen from the above figures that over two-thirds of 
the total attended the weekday services. That alone justifies our ministry 
in this part of the city. We have no record of the many hundreds of 
people who dropped in to pray and meditate between the hours of 8:00 
A. M. and 5:00 P. M. 

Each year we are giving more to worthwhile objects outside the par- 
ish. Each year we assume a larger pledge to the missionary work of the 
Episcopal Church. This year we met our missionary quota of $6,890.00 
which was a 30 per cent increase over the previous year. We raised $593.29 
for the Episcopal Hospital. We gave $248.85 for Theological Education, 
$542.35 for the United Thank Offering and $257.75 for the Christmas 
Basket Fund. We gave $6,135.40 to the Diocesan Advancement Fund. 
We paid in full our Diocesan Assessment of $1,155.22. The total of our 
benevolent giving for 1951 was $17,529.54. Fifty per cent of all the money 
contributed to St. Stephen’s by members and friends in 1951 found its way 
to benevolent and mission objects outside the parish. Oh yes, we almost 
forgot—despite the rising costs in every item on our budget, this past year, 
we closed the year with a balanced budget and go into the new year with 
all bills paid. 

During the past year the Rector enjoyed teaching a course in Pastoral 
Theology dealing with the City Church and Urban Problems at the Phila- 
delphia Divinity School. He addressed the Methodist Clergy of the Phila- 
delphia area, the Lutheran Clergy of the Camden Synod, and later the 
Lutheran Clergy of the Philadelphia area. He addressed the Protestant 
Clergy of Pittsburgh, and with the generous permission of the Vestry 
conducted Lenten Noonday services in Syracuse, Memphis, Pittsburgh 
and Bridgeport, and evening services at suburban parishes in the various 
cities. He has been privileged to preach in various Protestant churches in 
Philadelphia and New Jersey on a number of occasions. 

One of the most helpful of the eight services conducted weekly in St. 
Stephen’s Church is the Thursday Service of Spiritual Healing.” Those 
who desire help and strength to combat physical, mental or spiritual dis- 
tress find in this service an ever present source of creative power and 
renewal. The fact that 7,876 attended these services the past year, and the 
ever-increasing demand for the Rector’s little book on “Religion and 
Health” (ten printings to date) and the fact that 1,297 letters were received 
in 1951 from all parts of the country asking for information, literature, 
interviews and help testify to the great interest in the whole subject. At 
one service recently, for example, a man came from California via plane, 
two ladies came from Michigan, a man from Minnesota, a woman from 
Tennessee, several from Virginia, Maryland—as well as from closer home. 
The Rector is usually occupied with consultations on Thursdays from 7 : 30 
A. M. to 10:00 P. M., with time out for two physically exhausting public 
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healing services. We have a steady panorama of human problems ranging 
from the depths of sorrow, frustration, unhappiness, physical and mental 
disharmonies, through divorce to alcoholism. Despite all the other activ- 
ities of this generation, there is one basic need in mankind today, man is 
seeking with all his heart for a personal demonstration of GOD’S power— 
a first hand experience of religion. Hundreds of people have received 
such an experience of religion in our sanctuary, and have gone away with 
the tangible evidence of being recreated physically, emotionally and spir- 
itually. Every week we have evidence presented to us that with GOD in 
th picture there is no disease that is incurable, and no problem that cannot 
be solved. A 

That St. Stephen’s has become a widely known center of Spiritual 
Healing is attested by the fact that during 1951 featured articles appeared 
in nationally known magazines such as The Pathfinder, Weekly Unity, 
Clear Horizons, Sharing, The Witness and The Churchman. More and 
more people are coming to realize the great breadth and inclusiveness of 
the Episcopal Church. Where the full gospel has not been preached and 
practiced or the teachings of Christ neglected, cults and fanaticism spawn. 
Religion as well as nature abhorrs a vacuum. Spiritual healing has been 
well-nigh forgotten in the orthodox churches. The result is that all sorts 
of health faddists flourish and abound. We have the authority in the 
Episcopal ‘Church to preach and practice this healing ministry and GOD 
is blessing our feeble but sincere efforts here. 

The problems of a central city church are many and varied. Two 
requisites of a strong church, preparing for the future, are an active, closely 
integrated, and informed membership and a sound financial condition. 

St. Stephen’s Church, as a central city parish, serving a congregation 
that is constantly shifting, presents unusual membership problems. A 
large percentage of the membership, moreover, lives at a great distance 
from the church. The warmth and closeness of a small town church is 
difficult to achieve. Deep human friendship is an essential in the life of our 
Church. We believe it is possible to further develop this relationship 
among our members, and, in addition, to reach out in friendship and bring 
into the church family a large number of persons in this great, impersonal 
city who are without a church home. 

St. Stephen’s Church offers so much—in courageous, helpful preach- 
ing; simplicity of worship; music of the highest quality; a democratic 
spirit; an awareness of people and their needs, as groups and, even more 
important, as individuals ; and running through the many and varied activ- 
ities, a deep sense of dedication and consecration to the brotherhood of 
man and the Fatherhood of GOD. We can be proud of St. Stephen’s! 
There should be no hesitation on our part about introducing others to this 
parish. Our enthusiasm for Christianity, as we know it and practice it 
here, should be contagious. 

Our chief problem, however, is in organizing a special group to trans- 
late these convictions into action. Back in 1947 the parish was divided up 
into zones and a captain appointed for each zone. The Rector’s Represen- 
tatives, as they were called, were responsible for the church members in 
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his district. After one visitation by the Representatives, the plan became 
dormant. It must be revived! We urgently need thirty or forty men and 
women to serve as Neighborhood Representatives. Some of the specific 
functions could very well be: 


1. Visits and service to parishioners. 


2. Neighborhood gatherings of people for informal discussions, with 
members of the Vestry and staff. 


3. Introduction to St. Stephen’s of people who have no church 
affiliation. 

4. Discussions with members and others of the rich resources of the 
services and activities at St. Stephen’s; distribution of “The 
Bulletin” and brochure summarizing the activities of the church. 


5. Hospitality at church services. 
6. Referral of new members to specific activities with the Parish. 


Behind the concrete tasks of the Rector’s Representatives lies a deep 
sense of evangelism that can contribute significantly to the spiritual power 
of the church in this parish and beyond—a spirit which is bigger than any 
of the individuals involved or acts of service performed. 

Once more I would record my gratitude to the Wardens and Vestry- 
men for their loyal support and leadership. Our meetings have always 
been helpful, and they have displayed both courage and understanding in 
administering the affairs of the church and the Burd School. No church 
in the Diocese has a more conscientious and able Vestry. Individually and 
collectively, they assume an amazing amount of work. The secret of the 
very encouraging progress made in St. Stephen’s during the past decade is 
to be found in this corps of devoted and energetic men who work at their 
religion seven days a week. 

We are members of the church for one reason only, and we should be 
willing to do whatever will make that church a strong and effective force 
for Christianity. The ideal of a truly Christian society can be realized only 
by those of us who are willing to make sacrifices for the greater gain. If 
St. Stephen’s is alive and vital, we will be able to meet the needs of the 
present and future. 

May we count on your ever increasing co-operation, and may GOD 
give us all the wisdom and grace for this united and solemn responsibility.

REPORT ON ACTIVITIES OF THE VESTRY 
FOR THE YEAR 1951-1952 


In the preceding Church Year the Vestry held its usual number of 
regular meetings and various committees of the Vestry such as the Execu- 
tive, Burd School, Community House, Church Property, Music and Organ, 
held numerous meetings and their actions and recommendations were re- 
ported to and acted upon by the Vestry. As usual, a large number of 
financial transactions involving the purchase and sale of securities, accept- 
ance or rejection of mortgage applications, the problem of adequate insur- 
ance and various other matters were acted upon by the Executive Commit- 
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tee. The Accounting Warden submitted statements of receipts and disburse- 
ments for the preceeding month at each monthly meeting as well as the 
auditors’ reports on the examination of his books and records covering the 
year 1951-1952, and numerous recommendations and resolutions relating 
to church bookkeeping, withdrawal of funds, allocation of securities and 
investments, all of which were accepted and approved by the Vestry. 

The Treasurer of the Burd School made verbal reports from time to 
time of various improvements and economies in the operation of the School, 
and the Superintendent of the Church School made various rcommnda- 
tions, suggestions and reports, all of which were adopted and approved 
by the Vestry. 

In addition to numerous matters of a routine nature, the Vestry con- 
sidered a variety of problems involved in the operation of the Community 
House and the conduct of the Church School, the adoption of a budget, 
and the election of delegates to the Diocesan Conventions, the Organ sit- 
uation, Church Staff problms, Community House activities, various re- 
ligious services, provision for air-raid shelters, Church advertising, the 
Healing Services, vandalism, the erection of Memorial Placques of Mr. 
Streaker and Mr. Carrigan, the Bryan Green Mission, the installation of 
auxiliary lighting in the Church and Community House, the replenishing 
of kneeling benches and upholstery in the Church pews, and a variety of 
other topics. 

At the June Meeting of the Vestry, the Rector created an Insurance 
Committee in order to supervise and continuously control the insurance 
problems of the Church. As a result of constant study and survey the 
question of adequate insurance provision is presented periodically to the 
Vestry by the Insurance Committee so that our property insurance and 
liability hazards are properly understood and provided for at all times. 

Through the Burd School Committee the Vestry remained in close 
touch with conditions at the Burd School and monthly reports from the 
Directress, Miss Charlotte U. Day, were read and approved at each regular 
meeting of the Vestry. 

All meetings were held in the Rector’s Study presided over by the 
Rector except certain special meetings held during the summer recess, 
which were held in the office of the Accounting Warden. The Rector has, 
as usual, kept the Vestry fully informed of all Staff matters and religious 
topics. Our admiration for the Rector increases with the years, and his 
own example continually inspires all of us to exert our best efforts for the 
benefit of the Church.

BURD SCHOOL ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1951 
_ Burd School reopened Saturday, September 1, 1951, with a registra- 
tion of thirty-five girls. Two sisters returned to their home. Two girls 
from Philadelphia and one girl from Reading were admitted. 

At present, there are eighteen girls attending Comegy’s Elementary 
School, eight girls in Shaw Junior High School, five girls in Bartram High 
School and two girls in Girls’ High School. The Bartram High School 
Senior will graduate in June. 

Two girls have expressed their desire to be confirmed this year. 
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The counselor and study expert are continuing their program with 
excellent results. The girls with emotional and study problems have been 
able to overcome their difficulties to such an extent that they are working to 
their individual capacities. 

One new student has enrolled at the Conservatory of Music. One 
student is continuing her studies at Sena’s Dancing School. 

The medical record shows there were on heavy flu epidemic, five cases 
of measles, one appendectomy, one child under observation at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Hospital, one broken leg and various types of viruses. 

Through the untiring efforts of the Ladies’ Committee in directing a 
very successful Lawn Fete, the school is having the pleasure of enjoying a 
very attractive dining room. The room was redecorated and with the new 
acoustical ceiling and furniture it is most pleasant. 

The two outstanding parties of the year were the party with Bishop 
and Mrs. William P. Remington and the Christmas Party. 

The Burd School Staff and Girls express their appreciation to the 
Burd School Committee for their continued interest in the daily life at 
Burd School.

REPORT OF EDWARD S. MORRIS, 
TREASURER OF THE BURD SCHOOL 


Your Treasurer is happy to report the completion of an active and 
successful year at the School, the specific activities being, of course, re- 
flected in the Report submitted by our Directress, Miss Day. 

From the financial point of view, the task imposed on your Treasurer 
and the Burd School Committee has been not a light one as, in view of cost 
of living increases continued throughout our fiscal year of June 1950 
through June 1951, we have had a gap between income and expenditures 
which was somewhat more than anticipated, not only by the just-mentioned 
cost of living rises but also by having had, unfortunately, an extremely 
severe epidemic of influenza during the Winter of 1951, which increased 
our medical budget beyond all normal proportions. 

At the same time, the Treasurer is pleased to report that the contribu- 
tions of mothers and their cooperative attitude toward these contributions 
is making it possible for us to see a slow reduction in the gap that exists 
between income and expenditures. 

In addition, with the consideration of the Committee and the coopera- 
tion of the Women’s Committee, we hope to have plans made for interesting 
our own congregation and many others in some form of contributory sup- 
port on a very broad basis, that will help us to present. balanced budgets in 
the future. 

Having made sizeable capital expenditures in re-gearing the kitchen, 
pantry, and the East side of the second floor of the front building, we 
are happy to say that the total of capital expenditures this year was approxi- 
mately $1,250.00, mostly concerned with necessary replacements in our 
somewhat antiquated plumbing and heating systems. 

The above replacements, your Treasurer hastens to add, though the 
only ones coming from our capital funds, were not the only major main- 
tenance work done at the School, as the most successful Lawn Fete spon- 
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sored and operated by the Women’s Committee produced sufficient funds 
to soundproof and re-do the entire dining room. Your Treasurer only 
trusts that these Fetes will be even more strongly supported by the congre- 
gation, so that necessary replacements and improvements can be made 
from year to year. There is never a lack of objects on which to use these 
funds so gratefully received. 

Finally, in regard to contributions to our work, your Treasurer cannot 
refrain from emphasizing the splendid work that has been accomplished in 
counseling and study projects by Mrs. Kathryn Read and Miss Regina 
Heavey under a grant given to us by the foundation known as Junto, Inc., 
and which we are hoping will, at least in good part, be renewed for the cal- 
endar year of 1952. 

Also, the School deeply appreciated the gift of some excellent rugs for 
the hallway, kindly donated by Mrs. Arthur King Wood and her sister, 
Mrs. Draeger Gebbie. 

Our portfolio is in excellent condition (particularly in view of the fact 
that, under the terms of the trust, we are practically restricted to mortgage 
investments) ; and our accounts are duly audited by Certified Public Ac- 
countants at the end of each fiscal year, the Accountants’ Report being 
always available for inspection.

THE REPORT OF THE CHAPEL FOR THE HARD 
OF HEARING FOR THE YEAR 1951 

On Tuesday, March 13, 1951, we had a very crowded Chapel Dinner 
Meeting to consider the report for the year 1950. That report was dis- 
couraging and we decided then and there to do something about it. It was 
the thought of many that our greatest need was to advertise our Services 
to increase the attendance. Thus, articles about the Chapel for the Hard 
of Hearing were written to the newspapers, to the Church News and 
Guidepost Magazine. Miss Bergen’s article was published in the Evening 
Bulletin. Mr. Meckling got a few lines in Frank Brookhauser’s Inquirer 
Column. Guidepost Magazine published Mrs. Meckling’s article. (The 
article written for the Church News was never published.) During 
Hearing Week’s celebration at Gimbel Brothers’ Store Auditorium we had 
a booth and thousands of cards were given out telling about our Services. 
And someone was always in attendance to answer questions and talk 
“Chapel.” A large sign has been painted and is now being placed outside 
St. Stephen’s Church before each Evening Prayer Service inviting passers- 
by to come in. During the Summer the men of the Chapel distributed 
thousands of cards in the Spruce and Pine Streets’ area between Broad 
Street and Fifth Street inviting these people to attend our Services. This 
advertising has helped considerably but it has not been enough to over- 
come our losses in attendance. Last year (1951) we had a total attendance 
(not including special services) of 3,205 persons. During 1950 the attend- 
ance was 3,332 persons. The loss for the year was 127 persons. Someone 
said “blame it on the weather” and I realize the weather does need to be 
taken into consideration, but other factors are more important. Our loss 
is about two and one-half persons per week and this can be, in a measure, 
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accounted for. Two men of the congregation have found it necessary to 
transfer to other churches. Five of our members have died, six are in 
Homes and six are on the chronic sick list. Considering these figures, 
which are greater than the previous year (1950), we can see that we have 
had some growth in our work. But there was not enough to overcome our 
losses due to causes beyond our control, old age disabilities. The answer 
is not in more advertising. It will continue. But, the answer is in more 
personal evangelism, in simply getting out and bringing in the unchurched 
friends and neighbors. At our March dinner meeting we simply let go 
unheeded one man’s suggestion, “Each one get one.” If three members 
of our congregation had each brought in one new member we would have 
shown an increase in attendance for this report. However, looking at the 
entire picture we have accomplished much in 1951. And I feel confident 
that we have more than held the line. It is still our aim to go forward in 
our work and to maintain our partnership with God in all we do. There 
are only two things of which we need more in this year of 1952. First, we 
need your individual prayers for the work, and secondly, we need your 
personal evangelism for the work. 

Fortunately, Mr. Robert Leight, our Treasurer, gives a comforting 
report. Our offerings (excluding special offerings) increased $67.36. And 
our operating expenses were $6.68 less. Mr. Leight’s annual report is 
given elsewhere and you will note that the 1951 Bazaar receipts are allocated 
to the 1952 budget to show a truer picturer for the year’s account. 

To Dr. Price, the Vestry and workers of St. Stephen’s Church we 
give our heartfelt thanks for their support and loyal efforts in helping us 
along the way. 

During the year as most of you know we lost our good friend, Miss 
Pauline E. Leypoldt. It was always her wish that some day we might 
have a Boarding Home for the Hard of Hearing elderly men and women. 
In her will she left the balance of her estate for this purpose if sufficient 
funds would be available. The fund, depending on the amount, was to be 
used as follows: 


1. A permanent boarding home. 

2. A vacation Summer Outing house. 

3. Assistance to elderly hard of hearing men and women, either to 
supplement their incomes if insufficient, or to help them if they 
are already in homes and need some financial help. 


Miss Leypoldt’s estate was appraised at $39,211.11 and after paying her 
bequests, taxes and other necessary expenses, the balance, $25,197.48, was 
sent by the Land Title Bank and Trust Company, at the request of the 
Court, to Bishop Hart for the Chapel for the Hard of Hearing. On De- 
cember 31, 1951, Bishop Hart sent the check received to the Church Foun- 
dation of the Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Pennsylvania to estab- 
lis the Pauline Elisa Leypoldt Fund. For the present the interest from 
this fund will be used for items two and three stated above. 

Members of the Chapel and those interested in the Church Foundation 
may receive a report of the Foundation by writing to The Church Founda- 
tion, Provident Trust Building, 17th and Chestnut Sts., Philadelphia 3, Pa. 
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Miss Leypoldt’s bequest to the Chapel is our first, and I know that 
this Fund now established will grow and that eventually a Home for the 
Hard of Hearing will materialize. 

As your Minister I appreciate your prayers for my work and the 
many, many kindnesses you have shown to me in various ways. I appre- 
ciate all the things you do for me‘and ask that you continue to pray for me 
and the work which I do. God love you.

From forty to forty-five people were in St. Stephen’s Prayer Fellow- 
ship this year. This Fellowship is made up of people who feel an urge to 
pray daily for the sick, especially those who have asked Dr. Price for 
prayer. Each member of the Prayer Fellowship sets apart a time each 
day for praying for these people, so that they are lifted up every hour 
during the day from 6 A. M. to 1 o’clock midnight. 

There have been many healings and thanksgivings—physical, mental, 
emotional, spiritual and economical—by the power of God through prayer 
at St. Stephen’s with the aid of the Prayer Fellowship. Over twelve 
hundred letters requesting prayers for healing were received in the office 
this year, in addition to an unaccountable number of names received at 
the door and given to various members of the Fellowship. There were 
one hundred and seventy-five letters received during the year specify- 
ing healing with requests for thanksgiving. Many people are healed who 
do not feel it necessary to advise us, so that Dr. Price believes that from 
40 to 45% of the sick requesting prayers have been healed. 

Members of the Prayer Fellowship join with Dr. Price and the others 
in the congregation in praying for the healing of the sick on Thursday at 
12 noon and 5:30. They pray daily for Dr. Price and all of his work at 
St. Stephen’s; and during the worship services, whether weekday or Sun- 
day, they are scattered throughout the congregation as prayer channels for 
the service and the people. 

A Corporate Communion was held on the second Sunday in September 
at the 9 o’clock service. Meetings were held on the last Thursday of each 
month at 7:45 P. M. when the business of reports on the sick were given. 
new names added, and thanksgivings offered for those who had been 
healed. At each meeting, the members enjoyed listening to a talk given 
by one of the members on the study of prayer or a related subject. Those 
who gave us that privilege were: Miss Helen Mish, Mrs. John Riehm, Mrs. 
John MacDougal, Miss Marion Slatcher, Mrs. Effiie Smith, Mrs. Edward 
Semon, Mrs. Elizabeth Holst, Mr. Donald Brooke, Dr. Mary P. Hitner 
and Miss Drothy Kohl. 

Thoughts and findings were shared, and the meeting was closed by 
a prayer circle with each member offering his or her own spontaneous 
prayer, with the benediction given by Dr. Price. While praying for the 
sick, the members of St. Stephen’s Prayer Fellowship have found a joy 
in doing God’s work, and in Christian Fellowship with one another.

COMMUNITY HOUSE REPORT FOR 1950-51 

Few members or persons who visit the Community House of St. 
Stephen’s Church realize the work that goes on there. A visitor who 
spends some time in the Community House comes to the realization that 
it is a real center of activity. The many organizations meeting regularly 
throughout the year are The Girls’ Friendly Society, The Friendship Club, 
The Mothers’ Meeting, The Church School of St. Stephen’s Church, The 
Women’s Auxiliary, The Women’s Auxiliary for the Hard of Hearing, 
The Camp Farthest Out, The Boy Scouts, and the adult education groups 
of The Junto. 
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Bazaars, luncheons, dinners, square dances, social dances and enter- 
tainments have been enjoyable and successful because of the excellent 
facilities available in the Community House. Such social occasions have 
brought a spirit of good fellowship and enjoyment to all who attend. 

The fine condition of the facilities and the equipment are an excellent 
commendation to all who use the Community House. The smoothness 
with which the organization runs is a tribute to the Director of the Com- 
munity House, Mr. William D. Smith, a member of our congregation. It 
is his duty to schedule and supervise the activities of all groups using the 
facilities of the Community House. He in turn submits a report of all 
groups and their activities to the Community House Committee of St. 
Stephen’s Church Vestry for approval. , E 

In the face of rising costs, the operation of such an ambitious pro- 
gram is a costly one. Itis important that all groups using the Community 
House cooperate with the Director and the Vestry Committee in their 
efforts to reduce expenses. To all who have cooperated in this work 
during the past year we are grateful. 

In addition to the various organizations mentioned that use the facil- 
ities of our Community House, the activities of most of our parish or- 
ganizations should be included. It is also used by diocesan organizations 
and civic groups. 

During the year 1950-51, our records show that the facilities of the 
Community House were used by over 45,750 persons. We are hopeful 
of extending this usefulness. This requires careful scheduling, planning, 
and organization by the Director. It is important that all who use these 
excellent facilities be willing to share the work and the financial respon- 
sibilities involved. 

We are continuing to distribute literature in the Community House 
advertising the religious services being carried on in the church. There 
is a great opportunity for missionary work by all Church groups using 
the Community House. All organizations using the Community House 
should be encouraged to affiliate themselves with the work and the worship 
of St. Stephen’s Church, 

This report provides an opportunity to express my grateful appre- 
ciation for the cooperation, confidence, and friendship given me by the 
Rector, Vestry, and staff of St. Stephen’s Church.

While this is the first formal report of the Insurance Committee, I 
would like to make it clear that the Vestry, through the able direction of 
the Accounting Warden, Mr. I. Smith Raspin, has always provided ade- 
quate and well-planned insurance protection for the Church properties. 

At the June 1951 Meeting of the Vestry, the Rector created an Insur- 
ance Committee for the purpose of setting up a permanent group of Ves- 
trymen who would supervise and continuously control the insurance prob- 
lems of the Church (Church building, Parish House, Community House,

There is little to report that is new from the choir loft during the past 
year. Everything has run very smoothly and the personel of the choir 
has changed very little since last season. Our very co-operative and willing 
singers have given of their best in the interest of high musical standards, 

Perhaps the most important thing pertaining to the choir at this time 
has been the action of the Vestry in placing the choir under “Social Secur- 
ity.” I believe St. Stephen’s has taken the lead in this, although I under 
stand that other churches are now taking advantage of the opportunity 
afforded them under the new government ruling. A choir such as ours, 
which may be classed as semi-professional, is comprised of many young 
singers who hope to make music a vocation, and a number of them who 
have passed through this choir have done so. It is almost impossible to 
adequately reimburse them for their work and the time they must give to it. 
The little we can pay them, however, is often helpful to them in their musi- 
cal education, and we in turn benefit by their study. Social Security pro- 
tection is therefore highly acceptable and I know is deeply appreciated by 
the members of our organization. 
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The organ continues to function, though it has been necessary over 
the past year to spend a good deal of money patching up pneumatics and 
other vital parts in order to keep it going. The organ committee has under 
consideration several plans for the rebuilding of the organ which we must 
of course finally face. I have no doubt that a decision regarding a builder 
and specification will be reached in the near future. In the meanwhile let 
us hope that the old instrument which has served us so well for nearly 
forty-five years will not fail us completely but will continue to run on some 
of its cylinders at least.

PARISH VISITOR’S REPORT 

Spiritual guidance has always been the primary function of the Church, 
but in these days the problems of everyday life are rapidly becoming more 
and more complex. St. Stephen’s is making an effort to face and meet all 
of the problems both Spiritual and material. 

During 1951 your Parish Visitor has directed her efforts towards 
carrying out her part of St. Stephen’s Ministry to those who wish to avail 
themselves of its guidance and assistance. 

More than 400 people have come into the Parish Visitor’s Office, 
seeking comfort, aid, or oftentimes an understanding listener. Countless 
others have talked on the phone with the Parish Visitor, concerning their 
problems. These individuals have been guided by the Parish Visitor to- 
ward jobs, lodgings, clinical facilities, medical care and convalescent homes. 
Some have also been assisted with food and clothing, particularly winter 
a and shoes. For the purposes above, $125 has been dispersed during 

The Parish Visitor has sent out or delivered many of the Christmas 
Gift Baskets. She has distributed literature for the Guild of the Little 
Children to infants baptized during the past year. 
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Outside the Parish Visitor’s office she has covered hundreds of miles, 
making more than 150 calls to members in their homes, paying visits to 
numerous sick persons and residents of homes for the aged, and other 
institutions. 

Much of the work accomplished must be credited, not to our own 
individual ingenuity, but to the working out of God’s purpose through 
Faith and Prayer. 

We can do no more than to emphasize that the Door of the Parish 
Visitor’s Office is an “OPEN DOOR,” within your Parish House. All 
who enter are given, we Pray, the direction and help they need, whether 
this help is material or just a welcoming hand and a comforting word or 
perhaps only a listening ear. i i 

To all who have come to us in the past, we still hold out that welcoming 
hand, and to all who have assisted us throughout the year, we again offer 
our deepest gratitude.

This year’s confirmation class should have at least six members from 
our Sunday School: Karl Luck, William Wood, Jackie Smyth, Henry 
Appenzeller, Theresa Kerry and Jackie Paulsen. Again, it is earnestly 
requested that members of the congregation make a special effort to meet 
each one of these young people as they reach their majority as Christians. 
Make it a point to seek them out, have them sit with you in Church; get 
to know them and help guide them by your example and your efforts into 
the paths of useful members of our Church. 

The division of our classes continues along previous lines. This 
year, however, the primary group (from infancy to six years of age) is 
under the guidance of Miss Smyth; and meets on the first floor of the 
Community House. The time is the same as the 11: 00 o’clock morning 
service in Church. Here is a splendid opportunity for all those having 
children of these ages to themselves attend church services with the assur- 
ance that their charges are well provided for and started on the road to 
sound religious education, the kind you parents knew as children. There 
is, at St. Stephen’s no justifiable excuse for staying away from Church 
because the children are too young. Bring them to the first floor of the 
Community House before eleven o’clock and you are then free to attend 
the service in the Church. 


The secondary class meets on the third floor of the Community House, 


where each child is instructed in the fundamentals of Christianity through 
handiwork, suitable hymns, prayers and reading. The Rector’s wife 
renders yeoman’s service with this group. 

This year the older preconfirmation students have been endeavoring 
to acquaint themselves, under the guidance of the superintendent, with the 
contents of the prayer book, the various services therein, how to use it, 
the Church calendar and lately, with particular emphasis, the Catechism. 
It is hoped that each student, if not committing the Catechism to memory 
by the end of the season, will at least understand and have a good speaking 
knowledge of the same.

KING’S DAUGHTERS WHATSOEVER CIRCLE 

The King’s Daughters started their fall meetings in October with 
most of the members present. Since our last annual report we have made 
and distributed the following articles. 

At Easter we sent chocolate eggs to the Philadelphia General Hospital 
(through Dr. Ward). In June we gave to the Lawn Fete at the Burd 
School eight organdy hats for children, aprons, fancy bags, doilies, wash 
cloths and soap, baby dresses, wrappers, crib and receiving blankets, six 
cakes and fifteen dozen cookies. In July $5.00 was sent to Dr. Ward to 
buy ice cream for patients. 

In November we gave eight pairs of pajamas to the Phipps Institute 
and we have made two gowns for a patient in a Nursing Home. 

We have nineteen dresses, eight dozen diapers and two wrappers 
which will be distributed later. We made thirty-six crib sheets for the 
Presbyterian Hospital—they supplied the material.

REPORT OF SPONSOR GROUP, GIRLS’ 
FRIENDLY SOCIETY 

In 1877, seventy-five years ago, the Girls’ Friendly Society in America 
was founded by Miss Elizabeth Mason Edson at Lowell, Massachusetts, 
and became the first national society for girls in the United States. Sixty- 
five years ago a branch of the Society was organized at St. Stephen‘s 
Church, which anniversary we will celebrate in November. 

Since our last annual report we have continued along the same lines 
as in past years—our meetings being well attended. Our friendships over 
many years hold us together. 

As in former years, we enjoyed having Dr. Price with us at our open- 
ing meeting in October, to tell us of his work. 
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Our Monday evenings commence with an appetizing, hot meal, pre- 
pared by Mrs. Ashworth, who has been so faithful to us. Three other 
members are always on hand to help in whatever way is needed. Usually, 
we have twenty or twenty-two on hand for dinner, and several others 
arrive later. 

When we have no special speaker or entertainment, we may bring in 
clippings to read to the others,—some may be humorous, some educational, 
but all are enjoyed. Other evenings we may play games. 

In order to collect money for our mission and other necessary objects, 
we have had White Elephant sales, sales of Christmas and birthday cards, 
measuring parties, etc., not forgetting the box which is always on hand 
for pennies or other coins to be “dropped” in each evening. It is mar- 
velous how these small contributions grow to really worth-while amounts, 
and enable us to carry on the work we want to carry on. This past year 
we were most fortunate in receiving several generous gifts—two from 
members, and one from the estate of a deceased member, and with a por- 
tion of the money thus received we gave to the House of Rest a chair for 
one of the bedrooms. At Christmas we gave gifts to men and women at 
Harrison Home and to the children at Philadelphia General Hospital. 

During the past year we assisted at the Diocesan Garden Party held 
in the spring at Sabine Farm, the home of the late Mrs. Neilson; we sup- 
ported a “Sponsor” Card Party given by the Sponsors for the benefit of 
the G.F.S. Holiday House; and in January of this year we had charge of 
the Swedish Table at the International Carnival held at Christ Church 
Neighborhood House, at which we served Smorgasboard. Also, we con- 
tributed toward the Gingerbread and Milk Booth at the Episcopal Hospital 
Lawn Fete. Our Diocesan Mission Object this year was St. John’s 
Mission, Charlottesville, North Carolina, to which we also contributed. 

We attended the Annual Corporate Communion at St. Stephen’s 
Church in November, which is a national Service; and a few of us attended 
a Quiet Evening at St. Margaret’s House. 

A representative from Curtis Publishing Company was with us one 
evening and gave a most interesting and instructive talk regarding the 
work that goes into the publishing of their various magazines, starting with 
the making of the paper from wood pulp, and on through various stages 
to the finished pages. 

Mrs. Dickhart, a former President of our Branch, gave us a delight- 
ful, illustrated talk on her recent trip through Europe. Her pictures were 
Se and we all enjoyed her descriptions of the various places they 
visited. 

Mrs. Parker, an authority on bird life, also came one evening through 
the kindness of Miss Kennedy, and showed some beautiful slides, while 
telling us many of the habits and life of various birds. Everyone thor- 
oughly enjoyed the evening. 

We have celebrated the usual holidays as they came along, and, when 
any one of our group has a birthday near a meeting night, she “treats” the 
group to cake, which is always enjoyed. 

Due to Christmas Eve and New Year’s Eve falling on Monday nights, 
we have had fewer meetings this season. We also did not meet one Mon- 
day evening during the Bryan Green Mission. Several of our group 
attended a number of these meetings, which were so helpful.
